The new' Repu blican city cou ncil 
was not permitted to tak e its seat at 
last night’s meeting, it having been 
decided that the terms of the old cou n­ 
cilman did not expire u ntil midnight 
A conference between variou s attor­ 
n e y s , Mayor Hall and the old and new 
cou ncil was hek l prior to the meeting 
and it was decided that, for fear that 
shou ld the new cou ncil tak e office and 
transact 
bu siness 
the 
transactions 
might be illegal. Mavor Hall wonld, 
today, issu e a call for the new' cou ncil 
which 
shonld 
convene 
tonight at 
which time proper organization will 
be had. 
It is u nderstood that some 
of the city employes arc to lose their 
jobs nnder the new administration, 
and 
there 
is some qu estion as to 
whether or not, a new cou ncil, con­ 
vened in 
special session, will have 
power to discharge city employes. 
If 
it lias not the power, then some Demo­ 
cratic city employes will hold their 
jobs at least two week s longer. 
The 
old cou ncil is dying game and was de­ 
termined to hold on to the last. 
Today, Mayor Hall issu ed bis call 
for 
tonight’s 
meeting of the new 
cou ncil which will be called to order 
promptly at 7 : 30 o’clock . 
Nothing bu t the regu lar bu siness 
w'as transacted at last night’s meeting 
of the old cou ncil. 
A large nu mber 
of citizens were in attendance. 
May­ 
or Hall prosided, and all of the old 
cou ncilmen were present. 
City Clerk Lak in read the minu tes 
of the last regu lar meeting of April 
17th, and adjou rned meeting of April 
24th. 
There were 43 pages of minu tes, 
the longest, perhaps ever read by any 
Ru shville city clerk . 
TheTeadingof 
the 
minu tes 
occu pied cou siderablo 
time. 
The petition filed by the members Of 
the city school board, ask ing permis­ 
sion to constru ct the sidewalk on the 
north side of Sixth street, along the 
grou nd occu pied by the First ward 
school bu ilding, and that it be not 
left per dvertisement. 
Upon motion 
of Mr. Brann, the petition was grant­ 
ed by a u nanimou s vote. 
The School Board’s petition ask ­ 
ing cou ncil to fix the salary of the 
Board for the past year then came u p 
for consideration. 
Mr Brau n moved 
that each member of the school board 
be paid |75 per year as in the past. 
The motion carried by a u nanimou s 
vote. 
Upon motion of Mr. Brau n. William 
Woliu ng was granted permission to 
constru ct a cellar drain from his resi­ 
dence on West Tenth street, to the 
ditch in the city park . 
Marshal Oraige’s 
report 
showing 
the collection of # 5 street and show li­ 
cense du ring the month of April was 
received ami filed on motion of Mr. 
Branu . 
City Treasu rer Spivev’s report for 
April was received and referred to the 
finance committee. 
The repcrt show­ 
ed total receipts for the month, in­ 
clu ding the balance of $11,322.60 on 
hands April 1st. to be $19 ,243.53, the 
'disbu rsements for the month, charged 
to the variou s fu nds, to be $4,032 24 
and the balance on hands, Mav 1st, to 
be $15,211.29 . 
The report showed a 
balance, May 1st. of $2753 87 in the 
street improvement fu nd ; $49 49 47, in 
the water and light fu nd and $7507 9 5 
in the general fu nd. 
Patrick Barrett, street commissioner, 
reported .the collection of $55 85 for 
the sale of dirt. 
The report gwas re­ 
ceived and placed on file u pon motion 
of Mr. Brau n. 
Dr. W. C. Smith tendered his resig­ 
nation as city’ health officer and it was 
accepted on motion of Mr. Brau n.

Neither wou ld divu lge their names. 
The man had two Marion connty m ar­ 
riage blank s, show ingft bat an attempt- 
to get a lieense there had failed. 
The 
pair appeared to be elopers. 
The man 
said the girl’s parents were well-to-do 
au d that he wished to get the girl back 
to Indianapolis by night. 
He wanted 
the wedding k ept secret for six moths. 
Joyce told the cou ple go to Hamilton 
and get married, bu t the mau did 
not have money enou gh to go that far.

All of them 
said that the morning was a foggy one 
and that it was difficu lt to see for 
any considerable distance. 
Miss Ada Matthews, 
dau ghter of 
Jeremiah Matthews, the man who was 
k illed in the accident testified, and 
G*ayton Matthews, the son. who was 
in the bu ggy and su stained a brok en 
leg in the smashu p, told of the man­ 
ner in which it occu rred. 
All of the 
witnesses were pu t, throu gh a rigid 
cross examination by the attorneys 
for the defendant. 
Photographs of the 
scene where the accident occu rred to­ 
gether with plats of the track and 
su rrou nding bu ildings were exhibited 
as evidence.

The Indiana experiment station at 
Pnrdu e University has sent ou t a val­ 
u able bu lletin on the treatment of 
lou sy stock . 
The bu lletin was pre­ 
pared by Dr. R. A. Craig, veterinari­ 
an of the station. 
Dr. Craig very 
sensibly recommends that stock be 
given good care throu gh the winter as 
a preventative measu re. 
Bu t in case 
animals become lou sy, a one or two 
per cent, water solu tion of a tar disin 
feetant may be applied externally. 
The stables and sleeping qu arters of 
animals shonld also be disinfected. 
In reply to an inqu iry as to the advis­ 
ability of giving su lphu r to animals, 
he says that a small q u antity of su l- 
phu r may be given internally withou t 
harm, and neither will it do any good. 
It is effective, however, when u sed 
externally, and fou r ou nces may be 
added to every gallon of tar disinfect­ 
ant with increased effectiveness to the 
remedy.

There are now more Spanish war 
veterans on the pension roll than the 
entire nu mber of Shafter’s army in 
Cu ba. 
In the whole war there were 
69 8 deaths from wou nds, 6,610 from 
all cau ses inclu ding diseases, and 9 ,878 
casu alties of every description. There 
have already been filed 69 ,687 applica­ 
tions for pensions on accou nt of that 
war-~more than two-thirds as many as 
were tiled in the same length of time 
after the civil war, in which over 
seven times as many men fou ght fif­ 
teen times as long, with the loss of 
over fiftv times as many lives.

The tru stees are requ ested to confer 
with the Su rety company and a com­ 
mittee ot five stock holders was ap­ 
pointed as a conference committee to 
act with the tru stees to agree on the 
form of contract and determine on 
whether a reorganization of the pres­ 
ent association wou ld be advisable or

2.—The long-dreaded 
May Day failed to bring the revolu tion 
which inflammatory jou rnals predict­ 
ed, bu t none the less it brou ght 
scenes of extreme violence. 
The la­ 
bor 
districts, 
which 
thou sands of 
troops controlled with difficu lty and 
even central portions of Paris took on 
the appearance of a siege with regi­ 
ments of infantry and cavalry camped 
abou t 
the Arc 
de Triomphe, 
the 
bou rse, the Bank of France and tfie 
great railway station, while military 
sentinels paced before bank s and pri­ 
vate establishments. 
The main thor­ 
ou ghfares in the residential portion of 
Paris remained tranqu il. 
In the west 
end. far removed from riotou s scenes, 
people were, disposed to treat the 
events in the labor qu arters as harm­ 
less effervensce. 
It was. however, 
mu ch more than that. 
Throu ghou t 
the afternoon dragoons, repu blican 
gu ards and cu irassiers charged disor­ 
derly masses, sweeping the Place de 
la Repu bliqu e and the broad Bou levard 
De Magenta. 
Toward nightfall ca? 
alrv charged with drawn swords and 
many persons were wonnded on both 
sides. 
The manifestants overtu rned 
omnibu ses and threw u p hasty barri­ 
cades. Over 1,000 arrests were made 
du ring the day. 
At no time did the demonstration 
reach the magnitu de of a revolt, bu t 
was rather a leaderless tu mu lt. In 
which the seriou s labor element, stru g­ 
gling for a principle, was hopelessly 
confu sed with violent agitators, an­ 
archists. revolu tionists, rou ghs and a 
large nu mber of the cu riou s. 
The 
work men never su cceeded in forming 
a procession or even In assembling 
more than scattered bands. 
Their 
chief action was a reu nion of several 
thou sands in the Labor Exchange, at 
which a resolu tion was adopted not to 
retu rn to w'ork u ntil the eight-hou r 
day shall have been accorded. 
The w'orst hou r of the day was 
toward 5 o’clock last evening, when 
the police practically lost control and 
were compelled to rely on the mou nt­ 
ed troops. 
The latter, forming In 
lines twenty yards across and fifteen 
yards apart, swept arou nd the Place 
de la Repu bliqu e, driving the disor­ 
derly crowds into the su rrou nding 
streets. 
Most of the mob sou ght ref 
u ge in the Bou levard de Magenta and 
at the Qu ai de Valmy. which became 
centers of disorders. 
Here tru mpets 
sou nded repeated commands to dis 
peree and the cavalry galloped into 
the crowds, tramping and inju ring 
many. 
A body of foot gu ards became 
su rrou nded by manifestants and was 
rescu ed with difficu lty by cavalry with 
drawn swords. 
Here a considerable 
nu mber were wou nded. 
By 6 o’clock 
calm had been measu rably restored 
and moat of the troops retu rned to 
their barrack s. 
Throu ghou t the disorders the au ­ 
thorities su cceeded In execu ting their 
original plan of holding the distu rbers 
strictly within the limits of the labor 
districts and not permitting them to 
press toward the wealthy commercial 
and residential sections. 
The temper of the work men today 
is threatening. 
They claim that the 
police acted bru tally and cite many 
incidents of innocent people being 
beaten and arrested. 
They declare 
that Monday was only the beginning 
of the movement. 
Reports from the provinces show 
(hat there were violent demonstra­ 
tions at Marseilles. Brest. Bordeau x. 
St. Etiene, Lyons and Rou en.

is 
favorable for peaches. 
Pears, althou gh showing fu ll bloom, 
will be redu ced in qu antity becau se of 
the ravages of pear blight du ring the 
last |tw o veare. 
From 38 to 50 per 
cent, of the pear trees have been k illed 
or destroyed. 
“ Cherries 
promise 
a fine 
crop; 
also some varieties of plu ms, the Jap­ 
anese mak ing the ¡» oorest showing. 
“ Strawberries wintered 
well and 
are showing u p vigorou sly with fine 
bloom bnds. 
“ Apple*, the staple fru it crop of 
onr State, promise well, and althou gh 
winter varieties do not show an abu n­ 
dant blooming, there are indcatiions of 
a good crop of fine apples if tak en care 
of properly. 
“ Growers shou ld 
k now 
that the 
mark et is bare of apples and apple 
produ cts, and good frnit will' com­ 
mand good prices. 
Spray the trees 
and cu ltivate them and u ndou btedly 
the growers will be well remonerated

district at the congressional conveu 
tion held there yesterday. 
It was u n 
derstood, 
originally, 
tha t John 
W. 
Holtzm an, the leader of the anti-Tag 
gart force» , was to deliver the k ey 
note address In favor of the reorgan­ 
ization. 
Instead of going to the con 
vention, however, Holtzm an sent a let 
ter, advising the reorganization. 
The 
letter was a hot one and did not mlnoe 
words in dealing with the present 
D em ocratic chairm an. 
Bu t the whole 
plan did not m aterialize, according tc 
the reports brou ght to Indianapolis 
Thou gh the anti-T aggart crowd had 
been doing a great deal in the talk ing 
line, T aggart and his lieu tenants, W 
H. O’Brien and others, had been doing 
some gu m shoe work in the district, 
with the resu lt that when the tim e 
cam e to introdu ce the resolu tions that 
were to lau nch the anti T aggart move 
m ent. there was “nothing doing.” The 
faction headed by Alvin Padgett, the 
Second district 
com m itteem an, 
saw 
that they were in the m inority, and did 
not introdu ce the resolu tions at all 
So far as the formal records of the 
convention are concerned, therefore, 
there is no hint of possible disaffec­ 
tion in the Dem ocratic rank s of the 
Second congressional district. 


It is not expected that the op^osi 
tion to T aggart will die ou t. how e.er, 
in spite of this sef-baok to the plans 
form u lated. 
Some of the leaders have 
gone too far to back down now. and 
it is to be expected that the fight will 
he tak en u p u ntil the very tim e of the 
state convention. 
It now look s as if 
the u pshot of the whole fight wrill he 
that the anti-T aggart forces will mod­ 
ify their dem ands so that they will 
go into the state convention ask ing, 
not for the reorganization of the pres­ 
ent 
state 
com m ittee, 
bu t 
look ing 
tow ard the organization of the com­ 
m ittee two years later. In accordance 
with the old m ethods that prevailed 
before 189 4. 
W hatever is the ou t­ 
come so far as it affects state politics, 
the fight Is bou nd to have a seriou s 
effect in M arion cou nty and Indianap­ 
olis. 
Recently the D em ocrats of this 
cou nty have been m ak ing tentative 
efforts to get together. 
The two fac­ 
tions—T aggart 
and 
Holtzm an — had 
seem ingly agreed u pon the selection 
of local officials to m anage the com­ 
ing cam paign that wou ld be accepta­ 
ble to both sides, and the effort had 
even gone so far as to Insu re the nom­ 
ination 
of an 
exceptionally 
strong 
tick et. 
Now. however. It look s as If 
the fight that has come betw een H oltz­ 
man ami T aggart will pu nctu re the 
proposed tru ce here in this cou nty so 
fu ll of holes that there will not be 
the slightest hope for D em ocratic su c­ 
cess. 
It has been thou ght that the 
Repu blican tick et was weak and that 
a strong Democratic tick et, receiving 
the su pport of a u nited Democracy, 
cou ld get enou gh Repu blican votes to 
m ak e It su ccessfu l next November. 
Now those hopes of the “faithfu l” 
seem to have been shattered, as It 
1» 
dou btfu l if the two factions can be 
reconciled even for local pu rposes.

Governor Hanly is k nown arou nd 
the statehou se as the hardest work ­ 
ing chief execu tive that has been ir 
office “w ithin the m emory of the o li 
est inha b ita nt” 
As a ru le the 9 o’clock hou r prevails 
pretty generally as the tim e to go tc 
work on state bu siness, despite the 
fact that the law specifies 
8 o’clock 
as the tim e that offices shou ld be 
open. 
The letter of the law' is pretty 
generally obeyed, bu t no real bu siness 
is done u su ally before 9 . 
The law also specifically provides 
that the governoi’s office shall be opec 
at 9 o’clock , one hou r later than the 
other offices. 
Yet du ring the present 
adm inistration the laws are reversed 
The governor is abou t the first one 
down. 
Governor Hanly u su ally reaches the 
office abou t 7:30, and Fred L. Gem 
mer, his private secretary, abou t the 
sam e time. 
From that tim e u ntil 9 
both are bu sy with the mail, opening 
reading, dictating answ ers—all k ind* 
of answ ers to all k inds of letters. 
At 
9 o'clock the doors of the reception 
room are throw n open, and the steady 
stream of callers starts to tak e u p 
the greater part of the day. 
W ith regard to visitors, the gover­ 
nor is very dem ocratic. 
He will sec 
everyone who calls. 
It often happen* 
that he is engaged at the particu lar 
m om ent of the call, or that several 
others are before some one caller 
Bu t If the caller w ishes to see the gov 
ernor badly enou gh to rem ain for a 
while, his tu rn alw ays comes. 
W heth 
er It be a politician who w ants tc 
“talk over conditions," a state officer 
the old apple woman, or a father after 
a pardon for his son. all have the op 
portu nity to see the chief execu tive, 
if they bu t bide their time. 
A nother point that is said to char 
aoterize Governor Hanly and his meth 
ods is his close attention to the detail 
of the office. 
The m atter of granting 
a requ isition receives his personal at 
tention. 
Tim e has been that he held 
u p pending state bu siness for two 
days in order to consider the Ju stice 
of requ isition papers that have been 
brou ght for his approval. 
Very few of the letters addressed to 
him are answ ered by his secretary. 
He insists u pon doing that him self, sc 
tha t he may be su re exactly the right 
point has been m ade in the reply. 
Even to the extent of m ak ing personal 
signatu res on the hu ndred^ of state 
papers, com m issions, or requ isitions 
that come before him. is he carefu l in 
his detail work . 
Probably not since 
the days of sim ple rou tine, years ago. 
have there been so many cou nty offl 
cers. Ju stices of the peace, etc., who 
have attached to their com m issions 
the personal signatu re of the governor 
of the state. 
As another m atter of detail; 
He at 
tends alm ost every m eeting of the 
many boards of which he is an ex 
officio member. 
He can tell as mu ch 
abou t the qu ality of land that has been 
bou ght for the Sou theastern Hospital 
for the Insane as the m em bers of the 
commission. 
Lik ew ise he u nderstands 
the problem s tha t confronted the epi­ 
leptic com m ission.

Girls, Is acqu ainted with the w’ork ing 
details of the different state offices, 
and, in a word, k eeps his fingers u pon 
the complex and difficu lt problem of 
ru nning su ch an enorm ou s bu siness 
as is requ ired for a state that nu m bers 
two and a half million people.

organization, had a b arb ecue in the 
same woods on the F ourth of *July in 
the early forties. 
Joe Rob inson, of 
G reeusb urg, a prom inent 
orator of 
tha t day, was the*principal speaker. 
I w ill relate one of his anecdotes. 
In the earlvfM ayg. everyb ody w ent to 
the court house to vote. 
The ca n d i­ 
d a te s 'w e re sittin g in the room, and 
the voter 
called 
out the 
m an he 
w anted to vote for. 
Joe said there 
was a b arrel no tap, and they all took 
some fb efore they voted. 
Then som e­ 
tim es the crow d had to w a it their 
turn. 
One candidate called Vrafc, ‘‘tap 
it a t b oth en d s.’* 
One of the voters 
got so full he forgot his m an ’s name. 
‘‘I am for tap it a t b oth en d s,” 
Mr. C a rr’s ’description of the rise 
and fall of the old flat b ar railroad 
was a very 
in terratin g 
history. 
I 
knew all of the officers of the first 
crew . 
Speaking of F a the r Havens, 
calls me b ack ¡to the m any pleasant 
evenings spent on the cam p grounds at 
the Cow ger Chapel. 
F ather H avens in 
his prim e of life had no superior, and 
b ut few equals in the 
pulpit. 
He 
d id n ’t need a police force to keep 
order. 
I have seen him leave the 
pulpit m ore than once to settle d is tur­ 
b ances. 
He was quick and w illin g— 
physically andT nentally—and the b oys 
knewT it. 
He had'tw o sons tha t were preachers 
Landy and ’George. 
He had one 
daughter tha t inherited his talent.

may refer to her later. 
In those d av s'the whole congrega­ 
tion joined in the religions services. 
How different today!
